VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population. 

The  population  of  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  in  1942  was 
15,320  according  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General.  This 
estimate  is  much  smaller  than  those  given  for  the  years  previous 
to  the  War,  and  it  is  also  much  less  than  the  census  population 
of  1931  which  was  17,034. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  Kiveton  Park  Rural 
District  in  1942  was  283,  of  which  146  were  males  and  137  females. 
The  birth-rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  18.5.  This  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  birth-rate  of  1941  which  was  18.2  per 
thousand,  and  it  is  considerably  higher  than  the  birth-rates  of 
the  ten  years  previous  to  the  War.  It  is  also  higher  than  the 
birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was  15.8  per  thousand  of 
the  civilian  population.  There  has  been  no  increase  in  illegitimate 
births  in  Kiveton  Park  as  a result  of  the  War.  There  were  7 
illegitimate  births  in  1942,  compared  with  11  in  1941,  14  in  1940, 
7 in  1939  and  an  average  of  12  for  the  ten  pre-war  years. 

Still  Births. 

There  were  13  still  births,  two  of  which  were  illegitimate. 
The  still  birth  rate  was  0.85  per  thousand  of  the  population  com- 
pared with  a rate  of  0.54  for  England  and  Wales. 

Death  Rate. 

There  were  168  deaths  (88  males  and  80  females).  The  death- 
rate  was  10.96  per  thousand  compared  with  10.03  in  1941,  11.19 
in  1940  and  10.1  per  thousand  in  1939.  The  death-rates  for  England 
and  Wales  for  the  same  four  years  were  11.6  in  1942,  12.9  in  1941, 
14.0  in  1940  and  12.1  in  1939.  These  rates  were,  however, 
influenced  by  violent  deaths  due  to  the  War. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  None 
of  these  infants  was  illegitimate.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was 
45  per  thousand  births  compared  with  44  in  1941,  40  in  1940  and 
33  in  1939.  The  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were 
49  in  1942,  58  in  1941,  56  in  1940  and  50  in  1939. 
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The  persistently  low  infantile  mortality  rates  in  Kiveton  Park 
since  1938,  with  the  increases  in  births  are  the  most  satisfactory 
features  of  the  vital  statistics.

Deaths  from  all  the  infectious  diseases,  with  the  exception  of 
diphtheria,  were  less  frequent  in  Kiveton  Park  than  in  other 
districts.  Cerebro-spinal  fever,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and 
pneumonia  were  notified  rather  more  frequently  than  in  other 
districts  of  England  and  Wales,  while  whooping  cough  and 
erysipelas  were  less  frequently  notified.  There  were  fewer  cases 
of  puerperal  pyrexia  in  Kiveton  Park,  but  the  maternal  death  rate 
from  other  causes  was  higher  than  in  the  rest  of  the  country. 
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The  next  table  gives  the  actual  number  of  births  and  deaths 
registered  in  the  district  for  the  past  eighteen  years,  together 
with  the  birth  and  death-rates  calculated  upon  the  estimated  popula- 
tion for  each  year.

The  estimated  population  in  1942  was  a thousand  less  than  it 
was  in  1938,  and  two  thousand  less  than  the  population  of  1930. 

The  rapid  and  persistent  fall  in  the  birth-rate,  which  has  been 
going  on  since  1924  was  halted  in  1934,  and  there  was  a considerable 
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recovery  in  1940  which  continued  into  1941  and  1942.  In  spite 
of  this  improvement  a hundred  fewer  children  were  born  in  1942 
than  in  1924,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  fall  in 
births  will  be  resumed  within  the  next  vear  or  two. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  has  been  considerably  reduced 
and  for  the  past  five  years  the  rate  has  been  only  two- thirds  of  the 
rates  of  previous  years.  The  crude  death  rate  has,  however, 
deteriorated  since  the  War.

An  altered  system  of  classification  may  have  accounted  for 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  heart  disease. 
There  has  been  a steady  improvement  each  year  in  the  diagnosis 
of  cancer  and  this  may  have  influenced  the  increase  in  numbers 
in  the  cancer  column. 

There  was  no  serious  influenza  epidemic  in  1942  and  no  deaths 
were  attributed  to  this  disease.  Deaths  from  chest  diseases,  which 
are  usually  closely  associated  with  influenza  epidemics,  showed  a 
corresponding  decline.

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The  increased  death  rates  for  the  years  1940,  1941  and  1942 
were  mainly  due  to  an  increase  in  deaths  of  persons  over  60  years 
of  age. 

Deaths  from  Violence. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  violence,  including  one  suicide, 
one  accident  in  the  home  to  a child  aged  18  months,  one  road 
accident,  four  accidents  at  work  and  two  accidents  to  elderly 
persons  causing  fracture  of  the  femur.

Infectious  diseases  in  the  district  followed  the  general  trend 
of  nation-wide  epidemics  to  a very  large  extent.  There  was  an 
increase  in  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  pneumonia 
and  a considerable  fall  in  the  notifications  of  whooping  cough. 
The  notifications  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  cannot  be  Relied 
upon  to  the  same  extent  as  those  of  other  infectious  diseases. 
Frequently  measles  and  whooping  cough  are  not  even  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  family  doctor. 
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There  was  an  uneven  distribution  of  most  of  the  infectious 
diseases.  Scarlet  fever  cases  were  more  frequently  notified  from 
Wales  parish,  while  measles  and  diphtheria  were  more  prevalent 
in  Dinnington. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

572  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  in  1942, 
compared  with  796  in  the  previous  year. 

347  children  were  immunised  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  the  schools.  These  included  52  children  under  5 years  of  age. 
95  children  were  immunised  at  Child  Welfare  Centres,  117  by 
private  practitioners  and  1 3 children  were  immunised  at  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


There  were  38  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year  and  two 
deaths.  None  of  these  cases  had  been  immunised.

Scabies. 


The  treatment  centre  for  scabies  cases  at  Swallownest  Isolation 
Hospital  dealt  with  13  patients  from  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District 
during  1942. 

Patients  were  conveyed  to  the  hospital  by  ambulance.  They 
were  given  baths  in  the  discharge  block  and  their  clothing  was 
disinfected  by  steam.  They  were  then  given  benzyl  benzoate 
applications  and  returned  home  by  ambulance. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  scabies  cases  in  the  area,  treat- 
ment was  mainly  restricted  to  the  most  severe  cases,  and  to 
families  with  inadequate  washing  facilities.
